And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for every 
Governor of any such Infirmary, who shall be an annual subscriber of 
and no more, to have (in addition to any intern patients 
which such Governor may have recommended) one extern patient at one 
time, and no more, upon the books of admission of each Infirmary ; and 
it shall be the duty of the Surgeon of such Infirmary, and he is hereby 
required, to give his professional advice and assistance to such extern 
patient at such Infirmary; and that every Governor of any such Infir- 
mary who shall be an annual subscriber of or more, 

shall be entitled to recommend and to have one additional extern patient 
upon the books of such Infirmary, in respect of each and every guinea 
more than paid annually by such Governor; and it shall be the duty 
of the Surgeon of such Infirmary to give his professional assistance and 10 
advice to all such additional extern patients at such Infirmary. 

And be it further Enacted, That in all cases where two Infirmaries 
shall have been or shall be established within any county as aforesaid, 
all the Governors of both such Infirmaries united shall form one Body 
Corporate ; and shall hold one annual Meeting in the Assize town, on 
the first day of the Summer Assizes in each year, or on the day previous 
to such first day of the said Assizes, for the purpose of examining the 
Accounts of both such Infirmaries, and for making Bye Law’s and 
appointing standing Committees for the good government of both such 
Infirmaries. 
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
